The one aspect that 
measured below the elite level on 
the scale was the overall speed and 
agility of the squad. 


‘Whilst it may be difficult to improve 
this in the shor term, the Club 
believes that it is a worthwhile 
initiative to make every endeavour 
to examine individual player's 
technique and then set about a 
process whereby we can. strive 
for improved performance for all 
squad members. With this in mind, 
the Directors have appointed a 
highly credentialed sprint coach 
who will commence with the squad 
next week. He will conduct three 
sessions per week in concert with 
their other training program and I 
feel that this additional initiative will 
assist greatly and help vary routine 
and provide further impetus for 
both the players’ motivation and 
fitness levels.

A Great Captain's Knock 


Supporters and administrators of 
NSL clubs often complain about 
lack of player loyalty to their teams. 
That is why, when a player manages 
to play a considerable number of 
games for one club, they should 
celebrate it. 


Stuart McLaren recently played 
his one hundredth game for the 
Brisbane Strikers in the season 
opener against Northern Spirit, 
In Brishane, MeLaren’s ‘century’ 
didn't rate the fuss, for example, 
of cicketer Steve Waugh’s century 
against Pakistan in Sharjah last 
week, But it should have, because 
Melaren’s was much harder to get. 


McLaren arrived at the club midway 
through the 1998/99 season, By 
the time the next season began, 
John Kosmina had selected him to 
be the team’s captain. As skipper, 
McLaren soon found _ himself 
challenged by a wretched period 
of instability for his club as ruthless 
football politics surrounded it for 
two troubled seasons before Soccer 
Australia announced in June 2001 
that it had expelled the Strikers from 
the NSL. 


McLaren was then 25 years old - an 
age when players are nearing their 
peak and need to be playing - but 
he didn’t bail out. “I had all sorts of 
possible outcomes rushing through 
my head at the time, but the obvious 
course of action to me was to sit 
back and allow it to run its course 


before rushing off elsewhere”, he 
said recently. “We were still a good 
couple of months from the start 
of the season and I felt at the very 
least that | owed it to the club to 
stand by them in this dark hour as 
they had near enough rescued my 
career when they offered me the 
opportunity to play here.” 


McLaren’s faith was rewarded 
when Soccer Australia reinstated 
the Strikers to the NSL before the 
2001/02 season - a decision which 
allowed him to lead the Strikers back 
to the NSL finals and to eventually 
reach his milestone one hundredth 
game. 


McLaren's reaction to achieving 
his century says much about what 
makes him tick, “l was very proud to 
have been given the opportunity to 
play for my home state's NSL team 
in the first place. Also, to have heen 
considered good enough to play 
100 games, and a majority of these 
as captain, certainly adds to that 
feeling of pride”. 


“That feeling of pride’ shows in the 
way McLaren always plays - hard, 
but fair and without knowing how 
to give less than 100 percent. If 
Mclaren gets to lift the NSL trophy 
with the Strikers it will scarcely be 
reward enough for a player who has 
shown that loyalty is still alive and 
‘well in football
